JERUSALEM—tThe Zionist Ac- 
tions committee closed an emer- 
gency session at Tel Aviv with a 
declaration of Jewish independ 
ence and a decision to set up a 
central authority to begin opera- 
tions officially on May 15. 

The final session also ratified 
an agreement with the Irgun 
Zvai Leumi by a vote of 44 to 32. 

The Jewish Agency immedi- 
ately followed up the decision 
of the Committee by announ- 
cing that a 12-minister cabinet 
will be formed. The Agency al- 
so disclosed the existence of the 
start of a Jewish civil service 
and that 50 key appointments 
already have been made, 

A debate between David Ben 
Gurion, premier-designate of the 
new state, and Moshe Sneh, who 
resigned last summer from the 
Jewish Agency in a policy split, 
high-lighted one session of the 
Actions Committee. 

Sneh told the top world Zion- 
ist group that the Zionist move- 
ment must “abandon its illu- 
sion that the Western World 
will help us achieve our aims.”

JERUSALEM—tThe fight for 
the main road between Tel Aviv 
and Jerusalem resulted in the 
death of Dr. Chaim Yasski, in- 
ternationally-famed Hadassah 





hospital head, and the wiping out 
of practically all the prinicapl 
staff of the Hadassah University 
Hospital. 

Yasski was killed in an Arab 
attack on a Jewish medical con- 
voy enroute to Hadassah hospital.

Earlier, Jerusalem Jews had 
wildly cheered the arrival of a 
convoy of 210 food convoy trucks 
from Tel Aviv. 

For the first time in history 
Jerusalem was shelled by heavy 
artillery when the Jewish sec- 
tion of the city were brought un- 
der fire by Arab batteries of 
British-made two-pounders,  75- 
millimeter and  105-millimeter 
guns. Three Jews were killed 
and several wounded by _ the 
shells, 


Jews Still Hold Castel 


The Jews were officially re- 
ported — by the British — to 
have again lost Castel, Arab 
stronghold astride the Jerusalem 
road, but Haganah reported its 
troops still held the hilltop for- 
tress. The Arab village, five miles 
west of Jerusalem, may hold the 
key to the fate of the 100,000 
Jews in Jerusalem, 

The Arabs retreated to Jenin, 
an Arab stronghold in central 
Palestine. Moshe Furmansky, 
Hashomer Hatzair leader, was 
killed in this battle and at least 
38 Arab invaders were believed 
killed.

Moshe Shertok, head of the

Serious Implications Seen In Janowsky Report

NEW YORK—The brewing storm in the Jewish 
Center movement over the Janowsky report has ser- 
ious implications for the American Jewish commun- 
ity,,the National Jewish Post learned this week. 

Dr. Janowsky, a professor at the City College 
of New York, prepared his report after more than 
a4 year of study at Jewish centers throughout the 
country. The report puts the programming of Jew- 
ish centers directly into the Jewish cultural stream 
and explicitly states that the purpose of the Jew- 
ish-Center is fo cultivate and instill a thorough 
Sense of Jewish identification in its membership. 
Jewish Centers who subscribe to the program are 
Signing a statement: to that effect. 

Although the critics of. the Janowsky report seem 
likely to be able to prove that many of Dr. Janow-

the fact remains that if the group fighting the re- 
port wins it will mean a watering down of the “Jew- 
ishness” of the Janowsky report. 

The critics are led by Elliot E. Cohen, editor of 
Commentary, Mrs. Louis Langman, Joseph Willen, 
Carl M. Loeb, Jr., and Mrs. Leonard K. Bernheim. 
They declare that they are not ready to oppose the 
conclusions of the report, but feel that the “unsci- 
entific’ nature of the report requires additional in- 
vestigation. : 

Writing in the official publication of the National 
Jewish Welfare Board, the critics said: 

“Important questions have been raised about the 
assumptions underlying the study and the report, 
and also about the relevance and validity of the 
data marshalled to support the conclusions of the 
report. We are convinced that an independent ap- 


praisal of the survey is indicated.” 

The letter was occasioned by an editoria] in The 
Reconsfructionist, organ of the left wing group in 
the Conservative Movement, which took the position 
that the new group’s hope was to weaken the Jan- 
owsky recommendations. 


The new group has employed a group of social 
scientists of its own to appraise the Janowsky Re- 
port. The scientists include Prof. Louis Wirth of 
the University of Chicago, Prof. Sidney Hook ot Cal- 
ifornia University, Prof. Arnold Rose of the Wash- 
ington University, St. Louis, and Prof. Oscar Hend- 
lin of Harvard, together with Elliot E. Cohen. 


Their report should be ready at about this time, 
since the annual meeting where the battle will pve 
joined takes place next month in Chicago.

A technique in fighting anti- 
Semitism in the United States 
raises grave questions about the 
effectiveness of such labors for 
which American Jews contribute 
millions of dollars a year. 

Two workers in the Depart- 
ment of Scientific Research of 
the American Jewish Commit- 
tee, one of the leading organiza- 
tions in the field of Jewish de- 
fense work, set out to test some 
of the theories on which such 
work 13 based. 

Eunice Cooper and Marie Ja- 
hoda reported on their findings 
under the title: “The Evasion of 
Propaganda; How Prejudiced 
People Respond to Anti- Preju- 
dice Propaganda” in the Jour- 
nal of ‘Psychology for January 
1947. ‘ 

They came to the conclusion 
that persons who are already 
prejudiced evade the message 
of such material and that it 
has little or no effect on their 
prejudices. 

Their article covers two phas- 
es: first, the mechanism by which 
bigoted peop!* stick to their prej- 
udices when such persons are ex- 
posed to anti-prejudice material 
and second, the cultural basis for 
such evasion of the messages of 
goodwill proponents, 

The National Jewish Post re- 
ports on the research findings 
in this v-xek’s issue and will 
report next week on the theor- 
etical observations of the two 
research workers. 

The studies involved the test- 
ing of various adults on attitude 
seales which measured conserv- 
atism and other attitudes. Those 
who rated conservative on polit- 
ical attitude questions which 
have a “fairly high correlation 
with a negative attitude toward 
r‘noritics” were tabbec as prej- 
udiced. 

About ‘xhose Cartoons 

All the subjects—both the 
prejudiced and unprejudiced— 
were shown various types of car- 
toen appeals for tolerance and 
Cooper and Jahoda tried to get 
the answer to this question: 

“What happens in an experi- 
mental situation when prejudiced 
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persons are exposed to anti-prej- 
udice material?” 

The research findings indicated 
that such persons perfer not to 
face the implications of ideas op- 
posed to their own and thus, they 
are not forced either to defend 
their biases or admit they are 
wrong. 

Just Evade the Issue 

“What they do is to evade the 
issue psychologically by simply 
not understanding the message,” 
the research workers reported. 
“Even among people on the same 
educational level, those who are 
prejudiced are more apt to mis- 
understand a message than the 
unprejudiced.” 

The authors believe that the 
mechanism by which such people 
evade the point are probably un- 
conscious and add that it is im- 
possible to learn to what extent 
the subjects are aware of their 
evasions, : 

They found four techniques: 
(1) identification avoided—un- 
derstanding derailed; (2) the 
message was made invalid; (3) 
the frame of reference was 
changed; (4) the message was 
too hard to understand. 

As an example of the first 
technique, the authors cite the 
cases of prejudiced persons ex- 
posed to a series of clever car- 
toons about a Mr. Biggot, “a rid- 
iculous, prudish figure with ex- 
aggerated anti-minority feel- 
ings.” The idea behind the se- 
ries was to carry the reader 
through several steps toward a 
more tolerant viewpoint: 

1. He would perceive that 
some or all of his ideas about 
minorities were like Mr. Big- 
gott’s; 

2. Mr. Biggott is an absurd 
character; 

3. It is absurd to have such 
ideas, which make one as silly 
as Mr. Biggott. 

4. The reader must reject 
his own prejudice in order to 
avoid being identified with 
such a jerk as Mr. Biggott. 

So much for the theory on the 
basis of which a great deal of 
money is collected and spent, and 
on which are based many Jewish 
hopes for better relations with 
non-Jews, What actually happen- 
ed? 

They Wiggle Out

first three ‘s: es—went to such 
lengths to e-‘ricate themselves 
from their identification with Mr. 
Biggot* that in the end they mis- 
understood the point of the car- 
toon,” the research reported. 
There was a “derailment of un- 
derestanding.” 

The authors said that for this 
kind of evasion to occur, “the 
conflict about having prejudices 
must be strong” (the open Anti- 
Semite presumably has no con- 
flicts; he has a good time hating 
Jews) “and at the same time 
the prejudices must be deepty 
rooted in the character struc- 
ture.” 

These Know the Score 

The evasion of the second type 
—making the message invalid— 
occurs “when understanding has 
been admitted too openly to per- 
mit distortion of the message. 
The respondent accepts the mas- 
sage on the surface but makes it 
invalid for himself in one of two 
ways.” 

FIRST, he may admit the gen- 
eral principle but claims that in 
exceptions a person is entitled 
to his prejudices. 

Some _ persons, for instance, 
were shown pro-tolerance book- 
lets. These were in the form of 
a series of comic cartoons which 
expose the sbsurdity of generali- 
zations about various’ groups, 
and ended with the Golden Rule, 
“Live and let live.” 

The response to this was: “But 
it’s the Jews that don’t let you 
live; they put themselves outside 
the rule.” 

SECOND, he may admit that 
the individual item is convincing 
in itself but that it is not a cor- 
re-+ picture of usual life situa- 
tions involving the minority 
group under discussion. 

As an example, the authors 
mention responses of prejudiced 
persons to a “We the People” 
broadcast which told the story of 
a Jewish couple in an occupied 
Belgian village, who are saved 
by the villagers who hide the 
couple from the Gestapo. Kate 
Smith followed the dramatization 
with a direct appeal for sympa- 
thy and tolerance toward Jews. 

“Considerably more of the 
apparently prejudiced respond- 
ents than of the others in the 
test audience refused to admit 
the applicability of this drama- 
tic story to other situations,” 
the authors’ found.

The AJ Committee _ said the 
book, written by the organiza- 
tion’s leader, Mrs. Jessie Welch 
Jenkin, contain: “virtually every 
Anti-Semitic type of propaganda, 
including caricatures of the 
Streicher variety.” 

The book is anti-Negro as well 
as anti-Semitic and pretends to 
give Biblical justification for seg- 
regation of the negro, “Political- 
ly, the book disparages democra- 
cy, a term it always uses in 
quotes urges abolition of the two 
major parties and the substitution 
of a Protestant coalition party.” 

The Catholic hierarchy is ex- 
amined darkly because, to quote 
the be-'-, “according to reports 
th- present Pope is a Jew,” a 
thought that seems.to shake the 
foundations of Mrs. Jenkin’s 
mind. 

The AJ Committee said Mrs. 
Jenkins is in her sixties and a 
resident of Columbus, Ga, She 
ineerporated her collection of 
crackpots with the Rev. E, G. 
Johnson of Columbus, W. G. 
Kerchner of Lenhartsville, Pa., 
and Marilyn R. Allen, described 
as a “prolific anti-Semitic pamh- 
leteer of Salt Lake City.” 

The group plans chapters all 
through the United States. The 
report said membership is limit- 


ed to “all white citizens (other 
than Jews)” 
Mrs. Jenkins made a recent 


trip to Washington to obtain the 
support of similar-rinded char- 
acters but was “able to enlist 
onlv Agnes Waters.” 

The AJ Committee also re- 
ported that Joseph Kamp, head 
of the Constitutional Educational 
League found time while fighting 
a court battle against a contempt 
of Congress charge, to write a 
new contribution to c*ilization.

The evasion of the third type— 
changing the frame of reference 
—involves persons whose .atti- 
trdes were so colored by their

The only clue in the cartoons 
was that it tried to show up a 
bad politician.

Finally, the message may be 
too difficult. This reaction takes 
the same form as misunderstan¢- 
by persons who are not preju:

Of Malice in Schachtel Story 


JINDIANAPOLIS—The Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism this 
week accused the National Jew- 
ish Post of misrepresenting the 
Council position on the 1948 
United Jewish Appeal campaign, 
a charge the Post promptly re- 
jected. 

The issue developed in connec- 
tion with an exclusive Post story 
on a sermon by Rabbi H. J. Sch- 
achtel of Temple Beth Israel in 
Houston, a prominent anti-Zion- 
jst and a member of the board of 
the Council. 

Schachtel Supported Drive 

Schachtel, without mentioning 
the Council by name, rejected 
Council arguments against sup- 
port of the UJA drive. The Post 
reported that he took his stand 
“despite the announced position 
of the Council that it was opposed 
tc the fund drive because a large 
share of the funds go to Pales- 
tine.” 

In a letter to the Post, Rabbi 
Elmer Berger, executive dir- 
ector of the Council, said 
“this is such a gross and mali- 
cious distortion of the Council’s 
position that it is slanderous. 
Not alone did the Council not 
announce such a position. It 
announced the opposite, as the 
most casual knowledge of our 
position would have indicated.”

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Rabbi More Optimistic Now About Congregants’ Entering Rabbinate 


CHICAGO—Rabbi Jacob J. Weinstein disclosed 
this week that his appeal to his K.A.M. congregation 
to learn why so few sons of Reform congregations 
enter the rabbinate had enlarged his in- 
formation and made him a little more op- 
timistic. 

One result of the letter in the K. A. M. 
News has been a correction in his facts, 
he said. In his appeal he had remarked that in the 
long history of the K. A. M., “we do not have the rec- 
ord of a single son of our membership who has en- 
tered the rabbinate.” 

As a result, Rabbi Weinstein learned that one 
“young man actually entered the rabbinate from this 
congregation, had graduated but stayed in the rab- 
binate only a short time.”

The exception was Bernard J. Stern, now profes- 
sor of anthropology at Columbia universitly. Another 
youth from the congregation, Robert Lee Straus, stud- 
ied for four or five years, but decided to enter another 
line of work. 


“His love for the pulpit is so strong,” Rabbi 
Weinstein told The Post, “that he makes a trip to 
Saginaw, Mich., every other week end to conduct 
services there.” 

“Three parents called me to ask if I could inter- 
view their sons and explain the advantages of the rab- 
binate to them,” Rabbi Weinstein said. “This I have 
done, and one, at least, seemed to be sufficiently im- 
pressed to consider the rabbinate seriously.” 

One answer the Rabbi received was not new. The 
writer said that the reason that young people were 
not going into the reform rabbinate was that it 
had departed too radically from Orthodoxy “and had 
lost the warmth of the traditional faith in the pro- 
cess.” 

“Another congregant suggested that more young 
men would follow this calling if there was not such 
insistence on a solid Hebrew background,” Rabbi 
Weinstein reported. “She believed that, not only was 
Hebrew a very difficult language to master but that, 
inasmuch as there is so little use for it in a modern 
pulpit, the prospective student cannot help but feel 


that he is being asked to waste too large a portion of 
his study time.” 

The most common reaction, the rabbi said, was 
the one he had anticipated in his original letter in 
which he listed as among the possible explanations 
that “rabbis are expected to do the impossible— 
to be masters of a dozen difficult skills and to satis. 
fy the very different and often quite conflicting 
standards of each member of the Congregation.” 

Most of the people who discussed the matter with 
him felt “that the rabbi had to cater to too many 
people; that he was not his own boss; and that too 
many people made demands on therabbi out of ig- 
norance of the rabbi’s true function.” 

Commenting on his findings, Rabbi Weinstein said 
“these reactions have certainly encouraged me to plan 
a follow-up, especially in discussing the problem with 
the Confirmation Class, the Youth Council, and the 
Senior Society of our Temple.” 

“T shall try to determine from these people why 
none of them have so far considered the rabbinate as 
a life work.”

WASHINGTON—The Administration’s reversal of its support 
of the Palestine partition represented a repudiation of the view 
of David K. Niles, President Truman’s adviser on minority prob- 

lems. Niles, who is personally and actively pro-Zionist,

tition. 

It is an open secret, however, 
that Niles has been frequently 
pypassed recently in favor of the 


president’s military advicers. 
Sources close to the White House 
admit it is the exception rather 
than the rule when Niles’ views 
on minority problems prevail, an 
jntimation that his days as Presi- 
dential adviser are numbered. 
On Way Out 

The reason for Niles’ disfavor 
js the fact that he is tarred with 
the New Deal brush. He was 
prought to Washington by the 
jate Harry Hopkins and was a 
key figure in three of President 
Roosevelt’s election campaigns. 
It was Niles, for example, who 

rsuaded John L. Lewis to con- 
tribute $500,000 to FDR’s 19. 
campaign. : 

Exactly what part Niles play- 
ed in the original stand favor- 
ing partition is difficult to esti- 
mate, since the decision dates 
back to the first Anglo-Ameri- 
can Commission and was urged 
on the President by the over- 
whelming majority of White 
House visitors who had been 
to Palestine, 

Niles, a 59-year-old bachelor is 
a Boston Jew who was up in 
Orthodox Jewish surroundings in 
the home of his father, a Russia- 
born tailor. After graduation 
from high school, he went to 
work in a Boston department 
store as a sales clerk, later com- 
ing to Washington to work in the 
Labor Department’s Information 
and Education Bureau. Labor 
problems were always his spec- 
ialty. 

Re turning to Boston in 1922, 
young Niles took the step which 
lifted him from obscurity to a 
key position in the United States 
Government. He joined the lib- 
eral Ford Hall Forum and be- 
came its director ten years later. 


More important, he met at 
Ford Hall such prominent Jews 
as Justice Felix Frankfurter 
and Justice Louis D. Brandeis. 
He began to take a more prom- 
inent part in Jewish affairs and 
his Zionist thoughts he credits 
to the influence of Brandeis. 


Later, through the Red Cross, 
he met Harry Hopkins and out of 
this acquaintance came an offer 
in 1934 join the New Deal as 
labor liaison for WPA. He be- 
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was one of several individuals and organizations whose 





came a signal success in the 
Roosevelt administration and af- 
ter his coup with John L. Lewis 
was elevated to an assistant ad- 
ministrative post in the White 
House. He was legman at the 
1940 convention when Roosevelt 
was drafted for a third term. 
Picked By FDR 

In 1942, shortly after the out- 
break of war, Roosevelt appoint- 
ed him adviser on minority prob- 
lems as well as the tasks for- 
merly handied by Jonathan Dan- 
iels as White House _ trouble- 
shooter. Nites has championed 
the cause of Zionism, with vary- 
ing results, ever since. 

Niles has always been active in 
United Jewish Appeal drives. 
His close connection with Henry 
Mergenthau, Jr., has helped win 
Administration support in per- 
sonal contributions for UJA, al- 


. though Morgenthau, like Niles, is 


not in high favor at the White 
House, 

Niles is, however, responsible 
for visits with the President 
by national and international 
Jewish leaders, He also han- 
dles correspondence relating to 
minority problems and _ fre- 
quently drafts messages for the 
President to Jewish organiza- 
tions, although he is not con- 
nected officially with any. 

Zionist leaders unanimously 
hold Niles in high regard, despite 
his waning influence. One Zion 
ist official said: ‘Without Niles’ 
help we wouldn't have gotten as 
far as we have. He has been a 
great asset to Zionism. I only 
hope the President takes him 
back in his confidence.” 

Niles is in frequent consulta- 
tion with Zionist officials, both in 
Washington and in New York. 
Despite the Administration’s re- 
versal of its Palestine declara- 
tion, Niles continues to battle 
with State Department officials 
for a more liberal policy on par- 


tition. 





Earliest Book of Isaiah 
Found In Palestine 

NEW HAVEN, Conn.—The 
earliest known manuscript of the 
entire Biblical book of Isaiah 
from the Old Testament has been 
discovered in Palestine, accord- 
ing to Prof. Millar Burrows of 
Yale University, the Director of 
the American School of Ooriental 
Research at Jerusalem. 

In addition, three other unpub- 
lished ancient Hebrew manu- 
scripts have been brought to 
light by scholars in the Holy 
Land. Two of them have been 
identified and translated while 
the third still challenges recog- 
nition. 

“his discovery is particularly 
significant since its origin is 
dated about the First Century B. 
C. Other complete texts of Isaiah 
are known to exist only as re- 
cently as the Ninth Century A, 
dD.

Daniel Trotzky, Director 
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HE other day I came to a conflict be- 

tween my identities as an American and 
as a Jew. If it had had to do with my Jewish 
religion there could have been no conflict. A 
man’s duty to stand by his religion, his God 
and his conscience is well accepted and does 
not permit any argument. It’s the natural 
right of his spirit. My conflict derived from 
the political identity which in the recent years 
has been put upon me as a 
Jew, by no seeking of my 
own. My politics before this 
always had _ been only 
American but here I am, 
this little guy, being tossed 
around as a new political 
entity in a storm of inter- 
national affairs. 

Other Americans are 
troubled singly and com- 
pletely only with the des- 
tiny of the U. S. I, the Jéw, have been a part- 
ner also in the destiny of a distant land which 
was my background in ancient history. That’s 
where my conflict came in and I leave it to you 
to tell me whether I resolved it correctly. 





It came about when I received a notice 


to come to a mass meeting in our town to 
protest against the U.S. Government’s chaige 
of Palestine policy—from partition to UN 
trusteeship. I took my two identities—Ameri- 
can and Jewish—aside to fight it out: Should 
I go to the protest meeting? What was my 
duty? It was called a protest against the “be- 
trayal of Palestine.” 
i 

TO MY AMERICAN self I said: You speak 
first, and my American self replied: Segal, it’s 
all a question as to how we American Jews, 
or rather let’s say Jewish Americans, should 
look at the international affairs in which this, 
our America, is deeply and dangerously in- 
volved. In such involvements should we think 
as Americans or as Jews? True, it is tragic 
enough that the first effort of the United Na- 
tions toward constructive action has come to 
such awful defeat. It is the ultimate tragedy 
that the gates have been shut to the home- 
less at the edge of the promised land. Alas 
for all the young dead who have died for their 
faith in that promise. Alas for mankind who 
in the presence of his last best hope takes 
steps to walk out of the brotherhood that 
seemed implicit in the United Nations. 

But, Segal, we know it was no whim of 
perverseness that prompted our Government 
to abandon partition of Palestine and take up 
the idea of trusteeship. We must accept their 
action as the best, though reluctant, judgment 
of men who know the danger that confronts 
the U. S. and, as responsible statesmen, are 
concerned with its safety and the safety of 
the world in the presence of the menace that 
has been arising out of the East of Europe. 
Surely, we ourselves may not shut our eyes 
to the explosive danger of the fighting in Pal- 
estine and we, as Jews, must regard with hor- 
ror the prospect of another world war coming 
out of Palestine, Let us not kid ourselves by 
saying that a United Nations army would have 


settled all that. It would only have intensified 
the warfare by bigger and better weapons 
and peace would have left only a legacy of 
hate. And what can a homeland amount to in 
the way of happiness if surrounded by hateful 
neighbors? And yes, Segal, we may rest as-- 
sured that in an election year the men of our 
Administration would not have thought to ali- 
enate a tidy number of votes in important 
states if the danger to the nation were not 
immediate and urgent. 
«& 

PEOPLE, WHO like to simplify, say it was 
done on account of oil interests. Sure enough, 
there is an oil interest involved, but not Stand- 
ard Oil or Shell, if that’s what people mean. 
The interest is that of the United States it- 
self which, if events finally come to the trag- 
ic pass of war, will badly need its oil reserves 
in the Near East. You see, Segal, we are faced 
by an issue of life or death for the U.S. itself 
and can there be any question as to the duty 
of a Jewish American in such circumstances? 
This is our homeland, and our only one. Are 
you really thinking of going to that protest 
meeting? To protest against what? To protest 
against a policy that our Government has de- 
cided is to the best interest of the safety of 
our homeland? Here, in this good country, 
there is a Jewish life that is worth guarding 
too. It’s the most abundant Jewish life in the 
world; it’s the most populous. Jewish life, 
which owes so much to America, dare not be 
hostile to an American international policy in 
an hour when the decent things that are Amer- 
ica are girding for survival. Segal, you don’t 
mean to Say you’re going to join that protest? 

Then I spoke to the Jewish part of me: 
Now what do you say in answer to all this? 
But by then the conflict had dissolved. The 
Jewish part of me said: There’s no quarrel. 
You are Jewish because of religion and not by 
reason of any politics. Particularly there can 
be no politics in it, except American politics, 
when there arises a grave problem of Amer- 
ica’s most vital interest. As Americans we 
must be sad to see the first brave step of the 
United Nations halted by an obstruction of 
dreadful events, but we must accept what ap- 
pears to be America’s best interest. And what’s 
wrong, Segal, with a UN trusteeship of Pal- 
estine, to which Jews and Arabs consent? It 
is a way to peace and peace is much more to 
be desired than political power. A Jewish state 
is not nearly as important to establish as to 
establish a decent way of life for homeless 
Jews in Palestine.

My Jewish. conscience left that to me. I had 
just read a statement of the Palestinian Ihud 
(Unity) Organization. The great Judah Magnes, 
president of the Hebrew University in Pales- 
tine, is a leader in that.

It was in favor of trusteeship and ultimately 
a bi-national state in Palestine, governed in 
equality by Jews and Arabs with equal popu 
lations.

I ATTENDED mos‘ of tro ses- 
sions of the National Commun- 
ity Relations Advisory Council in 
Cincinnati over the week-enr as 
a guest.

In case this all sounds rather 
technical to you readers who may 
not know enough of the politics 
involved in the NCRAC, let me 
get cown to the subjects discus- 
sed.

Jewish community of the U. S. 
Dave Petegorsky did a capable 
job of presenting the Zionist 
viewpoint, and Col. Riegelman 
presented the case from what 
sha” I call the non-Zionist view- 
point.

were it possible for The Post to 
print Chairman Henry Epstein’s 


opening report, the NCRAC 
would be immediately trans- 
formed into exactiy the lind of 


effective body it was set up to 
be. 


The NCRAC was specifically 
created in order to place the na- 
tional agengies into a “goldfish 
bowl” position so that all of us, 
you and I, could see what the na- 
tical agencies were doing. Then 
if they were still competing to 
the point where harm was done 
the U. S. Jewish community, 
action might be taken to improve 
the situation. But the NCRAC 
he~ definitely not ‘filled this 
part of its promise, and the peo- 
ple «*> put forth this point in 
securing support for the NC 
RAC p’ are falling down on 
the promise to the Jewish com- 
nm -=2ity. 


I believe that I may have been 
wrong in not being willing to 
concede five ---ars ago and many 
times since then, that the NCRAC 
could succeed. 1 am willing now 
to say that I can still be proven 
wrong. I wanted then a complete 
merger of all the national agen- 
cies into one, I still want it, but 
I am willing to compromise and 
I say that the NCRAC can be suc- 
cessful without the complete 
merger I have demanded as it 
now stands, but with some ma- 
jor changes. 


The major change has to do 
with giving the NCRAC power. 
Now it has a little power, but 
even this little is not being used. 
When Dave Sher resigned and 
made his message of resignation 
public, that was using the power 
the NCRAC was given. But since 
then no public criticism of the 
NCRAC has come either from the 
NCRAC or from the loca’ repre- 
sentatives or from the national 
agencies 


Before I close, I want to say 
that the NCRAC did not have 
enough time in the ‘hree days 
it met to do the job before it. 
Next year the sessions should 
be cheduled for a full wee, and 
longer if necesary. This is one 
of the most important bodies in 
the American Jewih commun- 
ity, and it should not fail be- 
cause of the expense involved in 
extending its sessions for another 
few days.

_ B’RITH leadership should be causing 
worry to the many members of the order 
throughout the United States. 

The Post has preferred not to add any ad- 
ditional discomfiture to Frank Goldman and 
Maurice Bisgyer, on whom must be placed the 
responsibility for the bumbling actions of. the 
order in the past six months, and consequent- 
ly has maintained silence. 

Mr. Goldman should not have been allowed 
to run the last session of the American Jew- 
ish Conference at Chicago in the manner in 
which he did, despite his many protestations 
that he was not committing his organization, 
if there was any question that the B’nai B'rith 
special committee was going to drop from the 
Conference.

Are These Institutes Enough? 


T WAS never any real problem in Ortho- 
doxy, which means all Jewry up until the 
nineteenth century, to get across to the laity 
the message of Judaism on justice to the in- 
dividual, whether that individual be a laborer 
or a poor person or the victim of some other 
injustice. For the Jew of the past knew the 
words of the prophets and the law in all these 
respects and his following of these command-

But ever since that time, the rabbinical lead- 
ership has been grappling with the problem of 
how to get across the message of Judaism as 
it pertains to the rights of the downtrodden 
to a Jewish group unfamiliar with the words 
of the prophets or the law.

HE complaint is heard on every score that 

Judaism in the United States is dead or 
dying and that the Jewish group is vanishing 
not so slowly. 

Is it true that as of now the Jewish group 
is in the deplorable state so often the subject 
of Jeremiads? 

The answer is no. 


The answer also is, as The Post has often 
stated, that the good solid core of Jewishness 
of the Jewish community of the United States, 
is still vital and exhibits signs of developing to 
the point where the United States can and may 
still grow into a Jewish community as flour- 
ishing as those of the past of which we today 
speak in awe.

These institutes are valu- 
able but are they sufficient to do the necessary 
job? 

The answer is obvious, at least in the pres- 
ent state of unfamiliarity of the Reform Jew 
with his history and his tradition. Something 
more is.needed. On this one point it might be 
well to hold some discussion Sunday so that 
other means and other avenues of implement- 
ing the “message of the prophets” might be 
devised.

LIPTZIN TELLS OF GERMAN NOBLE; 
PRAISED ENGLAND FOR FREEING JEWS

In contrast to the Jewish sa- 
lons, where conversion to Christ- 
ianity was assumed to be fashion- 
able and desirable, it is interest- 
ing to call attention to the atti- 
tude of Bettina von Arnim, the 
most talented authoress among 
the Berlin women of non-Jewish 
origin. As the sister of Klemens 
Brentano and wife of Achim von 
Arnim, two of the bitterest foes 
ef German Jewry, she yet man- 
aged to retain a sober approach 
to the Jewish question, as can be 
judged from her lialogue on the 
Frankfort Ghetto in her book 
Gesprache mit Damonen, publish- 
ed in 1852 but recording impres- 
sions that reached back to 1808. 

Bettina heid that it was not 
wise to proselytize the Jews, for 
they were more than merely a re- 
ligious community. They were a 
mation. Their religion was deep- 
ly rooted in their psychic struc- 
ture. It was the last pillar of their 
independence as a group. It was 
their will to survive. It assured 
their national existence in exile. 

The synagogue or temple was 
their resting place in their jour- 
neying as fugitives through the 
wide world. The bitter distress 
that the dominant religion — the 
religion of love — imposed upon 
them could not consume their 
marrow. They still adhered to 
their past and regarded the Chris- 
tians as usurpers. Let oppression 
be removed from them and they 
would become a healthy force in 
society. Let human rights be re- 
stored to them and they would 
enter into free competition with 
the Christians to usher in the 
golden age on earth. Jewish chil- 
dren must be given access to all 
avenues of knowledge and allow- 
ed to follow all scientific and phil- 
osophic pursuits. They must be 
permitted to learn riding, danc- 
ing, music, 

The brighter side of Jewish 
eharacter would then come to the 
fore instead of the darker. The 
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beautiful sunlight would again 
stream through the Jewish soul 
and waken it to sublimity. Sure- 
ly, the Jew was not contemptible 
who on the eve of the Sabbath 
shook off the filth of the week’s 
work on his doorstep and entered 
his house as a priest, invoking 
God’s blessing upon his family 
and his people. Surely, scorn 
should not be visited upon the 
Jew who remained faithful to his 
stern creed in exile, admist pri- 
vations and servitude. The Chris- 
tian was more contemptible who 
incited the children and the un- 


thinking rabble against man- 
kind’s oldest tribe, 
+ 
SIMILAR SENTIMENTS 


WERE voiced by Prince von 
Puckler-Muskau, a Silesian aris- 
tocrat who frequented Jewish 
and non-Jewish salons and whose 
opinions carried considerable 
weight in literary circles during 
the Metternich era. Commenting 
in 1834 on the discriminatory 
treatment still meted out to the 
Jews of his native land, he ex- 
claimed: 

“I know not what the feelings 
and opinions of those who term 
themselves Christians may be up- 
on this subject, but for myself I 
can truly assert that, since I ar- 
rived at maturity, I never con- 
versed with a well-informed Jew 
without experiencing shame and 
humiliation, or without being im- 
pressed with the conviction that 
we have no right to despise the 
articles of their faith, but that we 
have afforded them too much rea- 
son to doubt the charity of our.” 

Puckler-Muskau expressed ven- 
eration for the English because 
they had in the preceding year, 
emancipated the Jews of Britain. 
He hailed this step as a glorious 
token of the advanced state of 
English intellect and culture, as 
a proud example to other nations. 
“Hail to thee, noble, illustrious 
people! How numerous are the 
clouds of error which have van- 
ished before thy enlightening in- 
fluence! And now thou hast laid 
the ax to the root of that rem- 
nant of barbarism—the persecu- 
tion of a numerous class of our 
fellow-creatures, which has so 
long existed to the eternal dis- 
grace of civilized Europe!” 

As an Hegelian disciple, Puck- 
Jer-Muskau recorded his faith 
that the progress of events to- 
wards a more logical world-order 
could not be arrested indefinitely

Nehemias. They constitute a parallel to events in our own day 
which is close enough to be amazing, and I take the liberty of 
clarifying the parallel where necessary, by adding 
the identifications in parentheses. 

The Lord stirred up the spirit of Cyrus, king 
of Persia (Balfour) that he made a proclamation 
throughout the kingdom and put it also in writing 
(Balfour Declaration) saying: “Thus saith Cy- 
rus... The Lord God ... hath charged me to 
puild Him a house in Jerusalem which is in Ju- 
dah. Whosoever there is among you of all His 
people, let him go up to Jerusalem and build the 
House of the Lord (Symbolic of the Jewish 
State) . . . And whosoever is left, in any place 
where he sojourneth, let the men of his place help him with silver 
and with gold and with goods and with beasts (United Palestine 
Appeal).” 

Then rose up the heads of fathers’ houses of Judah and Ben- 
jamin... even all whose spirit God had stirred to go up to build 
the house of the Lord. (Chalutzim).

THEN THE PEOPLE of the land weakened the hands of the 
people of Judah, and harried them while they were building, and 
hired counsellors against them to frustrate their purpose . . . and 
they wrate an accusation against the inhabitants of Judah and Je- 
rusalem (Arab propagandists). 

Then sent the king an answer: ... “Make ye now a decree to 
cause these men to cease, and that this city be not builded, until 
a decree shall be made by me.” (Reversal of decision for a Jewish 
State). 

They (the Arabs) went in haste to Jerusalem unto the Jews, 
and made them to cease by force and power. (The Jews continued 
their work nevertheless, and refrred to the promises that had been 
made by Cyrus, and on the good faith of which they had relied.) 





THEN DARIUS the king made a decree and a search was made 
in the house of the archieves (appropriate location for the Bal- 
four Declaration). And there was found at Ahmetha in the palace 
that is in the province of Media, a roll, and therein was thus writ- 
ten: “A record. In the first year of Cyrus the king, Cyrus the king 
made a decree: Concerning the House of God at Jerusalem, let the 
house be builded .. .” 

We returned all of us to the wall, every one unto his work, 
(writes Nehemiah) And it came to pass from that time forth 
that half of my servants wrought in the work, and half of them 
held the spears, the shields and the bows and the coats of mail; 
and the rulers were behind all the house of Judah. They that 
builded the wall and they that bore burdens Jaded themselves, every 
one with one of his hands wrouht in the work, and with the other 
held his weapon; and the builders, every one had his sword girded 
by his side, and so builded. 


(DARIUS, the greatest power of the times, reversed the previ- 
ous decision and ordered that the rebuilding should continue in 
peace). I have made a decree, that whosoever shall alter this word, 
let a beam be pulled out from his house and let him be lifted up 
and fastened thereon; and let his house be made a dunghill for 
this; and may the God that hath caused His name to dwewll there 
overthrow all kings and peoples, that shall put forth their hand 
to alter the same, to destroy this house of God which is at Je- 
rusalem. (What a magnificent warning to today’s powers!) 

And it came to pass, whenall our enemies heard thereof (con- 
tinued Nehemiah) that all the nations that were about us feared, 
and were much cast down in their own eyes; for they perceived 
that this work was wrought of our God.

He stood 
second in his class with 98 and 
received the honor of reading the 
Torah. 


Adam practiced with the class

OME, Easter Monday: 


I arrived here from Naples yesterday afternoon. At nine 
o’clock I found myself walking along Via della Carozza, looking 
for Signor Kichelmacher, who resides at Number 19, just around 
the corner from the Chiesa (Church) San Carlo. It takes a Zion- 
ist born in Galicia to have such a name and live in such a place. 


I wonder if Julius Haber heard of him. 


Before I got to the place of Signor Kichelmacher, I turned 
into a “pizzeria” on the self-same Via della Carrozza, a rather 


dren in an Irgun-Stern group joint attack on Deir Yassin, a 
village on the edge of Jerusalem, was condemned bitterly by 
the Jewish leaders.

NOwW AS FOR Signor Kichelmacher at Via della Carozza, 19, 
near the Chiesa San Carlo, though I haven’t seen him yet, you 
May be wondering all the same how I ever came to look for him. 
Well, it was Signor Gherz Gherscfeld of Naples who had given 
me his name. Gherz Gherscfeld is the Italian way of spelling 
out Gertz Gershfeld, which is the Russian way of saying Hertz 
Hershfeld. Signor Gherscfeld, Bessarabian-born, spent more years 
in Switzerland, but most of his life in Naples, where he has car- 
ried on a lingerie business. His youngest brother, Albert, Swiss- 
born and Italian-raised, is now a resident of New York. I met 
him on the boat where we shared the same cabin, and he invited 
me to come and Stay at his brother’s for a day—which I did. 

IN THE ROOM where I slept I found a telegram from Haifa en- 
closed in a frame which read: “Viva lo Estado Ebraica,” (Long 
Live the Jewish State) and signed “Alberto Mira.” Alberto is the 
son, Mira is his young bride. 

When Alberto was 18 years old, the boys of the Jewish Bri- 
gade came to Naples. They enlisted Alberto for work among the 
refugee children and on the hachshara (training farms) they es- 
tablished. 

When the children were shipped to Palestine, Alberto went 
along, and so did Mira, a young refugee from Yugoslavia. Sig- 
nor Gherscfeld, who is the head Zionist of the Naples community 
(about 120 families, mostly Italian Jews) was not too pleased. 
But he sent money to Alberto who studied at the Haifa Technion. 
When Alberto decided to marry Mira, the parents insisted that the 
wedding take place in Naples. That telegram I saw came after 
the UN decision of November 29. Soon afterwards Alberto left 
his studies in engineering for service as an officer in the Hagan- 
ah.

THERE ARE TWO young girls in the house, both of them speak 
Hebrew quite fluently with a beautiful Italian accent. They never 
took formal lessons, but learned it from the Brigade boys, and 
the refugee children. The elder, Rita, who insists that she pre- 
fers to be known as Ruth, 17 years old, is burning up with desire 
to go to Palestine, even tomorrow, even on foot, and joining the 
Haganah. 

Signor Gerscfeld is now very busy with the Magbit Habitta- 
hon (Palestine Security Campaign). He asked me to look up Sig- 
nor Kichelmacher at Via della Carrozza and to give his regards 
to Chief Rabbi Pratto and to that extraordinary figure in Italian 
Jewry and Italian political life, Signor Rafaele Cantoni, President 
of the United Jewish Communities of Italy. I have already seen 
both men.
